Department of Health Services (DHS) for CRAIG v. BONTÁ 
 
The purpose of this All-County Information Notice (ACIN) is to provide counties with 
copies of recent ACWDLs that have been issued by DHS to county Medi-Cal staff 
regarding the Craig v. Bontá litigation.   
 
This letter describes the Senate Bill 
(SB) 87 (Chapter 1088, Statutes of 2000) redetermination process that county Medi-Cal 
workers must perform.   
 
This letter indicates the process that 
county Medi-Cal staff will use for cases where In-Home Supportive Services (IHSS) 
Residual services may be terminated by IHSS.  In those cases, a Medi-Cal 
redetermination will take place prior to termination of the no share-of-cost Medi-Cal 
card.
